Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-28 recite, inter alia, a memory device die or chip testing, sorting, and 
packaging system comprising a plurality of test processing units; a plurality of test 
messaging units; a plurality of sorting control units; a plurality of sorting output units; 
wherein said memory devices are transferred from said test processing units to said 
sorting output units according to instructions from said sorting control units based on 
memory device type or configuration identifiers directly or indirectly from said test 
messaging units. 

Claims 29-37 recite, inter alia, a memory device die or chip sorting system 
comprising a plurality of sorting output units; a plurality of sorting control units; wherein 
a plurality of memory devices are transferred to said sorting output units according to 
instructions from said sorting control units based on the memory device type or 
configuration identifiers. 

The art of record, cited in the Form PTO-892 in the previous Office Action, does 
not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record so 
as to include the above limitations.
